‘Work done by 
the Lethbridge Experimental Station 
on substations and on other farms, 
and the experience of others, siiow 
that filling in the gullies and .grass- 
ing the watercovrses frequently meets 
the situation. It is not advisable to 
do any earth moving to fill in the 
gullies this fall, because there would 
not be enough plant growth to form 
a good protective cover. The loose 
worked soil will wash with ti: spring 
runoff. Small dams can be placed 
ncross the waterways now, for fall |. 
and next spring protection, to: re- 
duce the water velocity and trap soil 
The distance between the dams will 
depend on the slope of the water- 
ways, ‘The greater the slope, the 
closer the dams should be to each 
other. The-e dams may. be made 
by drivng in stakes about 4 to 6 
inches apart and placing straw or 
manure on the wp-water side of the 
stakes. A small amount of soil should 
he placed on the straw to stop it 
from floating away. . 

Next spring, as soon as the runoff 
has stopped and the ground is dry 
enough to work, the gullies should 
be filled in, and the waterways wid- 
ened, flattened, and the sharp curves 
taken out in preparation for seeding 
a protective covering.

A NAVY ENGINEER who has worked for twenty years on soil conser- 
vation problems for the United States government has introduced a new 
theory in regard to soil deterioration. This is a problem which is very 
familiar to the people of the prairie ‘provinces where various measures for 
soil conservation have been practiced for many years. Western Canada 

‘has known serious drought and soil deterioration problems and most of 
the people there are aware of the effects of these conditions on the land, 
and the welfare of the country génerally.

It is interesting to learn that the American scien- 
Rain May Harm tist, W. D. Ellison, who has devoted so much time 

to the study of this work, has concluded that 
Farming Land farm land may be damaged by rain as well as by 
running water. Rain, he believes, should be absorbed into the ground and 
conserved for the use of the plants in times of drought, When rain is held 
on the land by grass, crops, leaves, or the residue of previous crops, it is 
absorbed into the underground reservoirs, when the land is bare the rain 
runs off, carrying with it valuable humus, minerals, and other essential 
elements of the soil, Mr. Ellison estimates that two to three thousand 
pounds ‘of grass per acre are needed to protect pasture land from erosion 
due to rain.

department of health and public wel- 
fare in Winnipeg report an outbreak 
of rabies in animals in Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. No cases have yet 
been reported in Manitoba but 
peop’: are asked to be on the alert. 

According to the department's bul- 
letin, all warm blooded animals are 
susceptible to rabies. The disease is 
believed to take two forms: furious 
rabies in which the animal has a 
great urge to roam and become quite 
ferocious, attacking and biting with- 
out provocation; and dumb or para- 
lytic rabies in which the infected ani- 
mals become ill, seeks a secluded 
spot, becomes paralyzed and soon 
dies, 

In the case of domestic animals, 
those suspected of rabies, should not 
be killed, but should be securely con- 
fined in a safe, cool, dry, place and 
provided with food and water regu- 
larly, and a veterinary surgeon or 
public health official should be noti- 
fied immediately. 

Rabies in the neighboring states 
has been most prevalent in dogs, cats 
and wild animals and particularly in 
skunks. The skunk population in 
Manitoba this year appears to be un- 
usually high. 

The bulletin emphasizes that there 
is-no need for alarm. Manitoba has 
been. free of rabies for many years 
and with early warning, steps can be 

taken to prevent an outbreak at this 
‘ time. 

The public is warned, however, not 
to handle any animal found dead be- 
cause there ‘are various infections 
which can be spread to humans in 
this manner,

TEMPORARY GRAIN STORAGE 


With grain 
this fall every effort will have to 
he made to portect threshed ~. grain 
from the weather. ©, A. Cheshire, 
Extension of Agriculura] Engineer, 
Alberta Department of Agriculture, 
‘suggests that temporary bins may be 
readily constructed by using snow 
fencing or woven wire, The snow 
fencing should be readily lined’ witi: 
some strong, 
terial that will contain tke grain. 
Fibreen paper is excellent material 
for this lining, although some of the 
heavy vapor batrier papers are sat- 
isfactory. ‘The paper lining is not 
continuous. around the storage but 
should be cut into 8-or 10 foot 
lengths and overlapped sufficiently 
to allow for expansion of the snow 
fencing itself. 

The snow fencing should not ex- 
ceed 50 feet in lengti:, which means 
that’ the storage will be just under 16 
feet in diameter. Grain should be 
delivered to the centre of this stor- 
age urea so that the pile rises evenly 
along the walls. Care should be taken 
to see that the paper is snug against
